Minister Says: 


1942 Taxation. 
Refund Before 
March 31, 1948 


OTTAWA, Jan. 19—(CP)—Re- 
fundable portions of 1942 income 
and excess profits taxes will be re- 
payable not later than March 31. 
1948, Revenue Minister McCann 
annnounced last night. The re- 
fundable portion of 1943 taxes will 
be payable by March 31, 1949, and 
the six months portion of the 1944 
tax by March 31, 1950. 

THE INCOME TAX ACT pro- 
vided that the money, collected un- 
der the government's compulsory 
savings plan, should be repayable 
not later than the end of the second 
government fiscal period after the 
cessation of hostilities. By order- 
in-council the end of hostilities— 
so far as the tax regulations are 
concerned—has been set at Sept. 2. 
1945. 

The dates announced mark the 
maximum time which the govern- 
ment may retain the money. The 
act provides authority for the gov- 
ernment to make refunds before 
that date if it should choose such 
a policy. 

COMPULSORY SAVINGS were 
introduced in 1942 and continued 
until July 1, 1944. In announcing 
the discontinuance Finance Minis- 
ter Ilsley said $200,000,000 had been 
saved under the plan which was 
then yielding $110,000,000 a year. 

Should the government decide to 
make the refunds at an earlier date 
such a policy would have to be 
applied to all taxpayers, except for 
special provisions already made 
which authorize refunds to the 
estates of deceased persons or to 
persons reaching the age of 65 
whose income was less than $5,000 a 
year. 

Under the compulsory savings 
plan taxpayers could offset against

A SINGLE MAN earning $150 a

Menace of Wolves 
Grows in Alberta 


Driven by hunger, wolves which 
used to confine their marauding to 
far-flung territories are encroach- 
ing upon the more settled areas of 
Alberta, an official of the provin- 
cial game branch said Friday. 


HE EMPHASIZED, however, that 
there are not yet any reports of 


serious or widespread damage. 


The invasion of wolves came 
from Saskatchewan two years ago 
when the wolves’ natural prey, the 
rabbitt, became s¢arce in that pro- 
vince due to a plague amongst 
these animals. This winter rabbits 
have been scarcer in Alberta, with 
the result that the wolves have 
drified nearer and nearer to com- 
paratively well-populated centres 
of human habitation. 

TRAPPING AND killing of 
wolves was encouraged when the 
menace first appeared two years 
ago by the government's offer of a 
$10 bounty on the hide in addition 
to whatever the trapper might earn 
by marketing the skin.

COL. WOTHERSPOON, a former 
Toronto lawyer, just 37 years of age, 
decided to ride home with the boys 
although he had been serving as a 
brigade commander since Lt.-Col.

“I think westerners are tops as 
soldiers. I don't know just how to 
account for it. Perhaps it’s the fact 
that the spirit of pioneering still 
dominates the westerner and that 
westerners in general may receive 
more schooling than easterners, At 
any rate it makes for a combination 
of initiative plus intelligence that 
is unbeatable and I would like to 
give you an example of how it 
works, . 

“SGT. H. MILNE, DCM, of Cal- 
gary got fed up when a slit trench 
filled with Germans was holding up 
our advance. He filled an empty 
shell case with gasoline, got into 
a tank and with two other tanks 
covering his tank, started for the 
slit trench. Despite heavy enemy 
fire from mortars and anti-tank 
guns, he crossed the slit trench, 
calmly tossed the shell case into 
the trench and ignited the gasoline 
by a shot from his Very pistol. 
White flags of surrender went up 


all over the place and we continued | 


our advance after about 40 of the 
enemy gave themselves up. 

“Many times I asked the regiment 
to do things that seemed military 
impossible but they always came 
through,” concluded Colonel Woth- 
erspoon,

OTHERS STRESSED the fact 
there was no excuse for the Ger- 
mans shooting the Canadian prison- 
ers on the grounds of the prisoners 
hampering their defence and mili-

of only one German prisoner being 
shot during the roundup. It would 
have been easy for us to have shot 
hundreds of them on the ground as 
they were hampering our oper- 
ations”. 

ASKED ABOUT the rumors and 
hints that the Germans claimed 
they were justified in the shooting 
of the Canadian prisoners because 
German prisoners had been shot, 
the young troopers of the SAR 
vigorously and indignantly denied 
that this was so as far as their unit 
was concerned at least, and they 
were certain that no order had been 
issued by any Canadian officer to 
dispatch German prisoners. 

“If German prisoners were shot 
they were killed by individual sold- 
iers acting on their own initiative 
and certainly never after they had 
been taken any distance to the rear 
of the fighting area”, the troopers 
declared. 

“Every German was safe as a 
church once he got behind our 
barbed wire.”

“Canadians should never have to 
pay for the support of Germans,” 
was their reaction to the 6ugges- 
tion.

Issued to each branch, so that! 
AYP associations throughout Can- 
ada are following the same program 
simultaneously. This creates a 
wonderful unity among the 
branches, with the result that a 
young person leaving his home| 
Parish can fit into the AYP of any 
other and find himself on familiar 
ground, 

The rector of each Church of Eng- 
Nand acts as chaplain to the AYP 
branch in his parish, while another | 
Anglican clergyman in the city pre- 
sides ag chaplain of the council. 
The chaplains act as spiritual ad- 
visors, preside at the installation 
of officers, open and close meetings 
with prayer and benediction. 

AN AYPA MUST HAVE the ap- 
proval of its branch rector before 
it can be formed. The reasons are 


that it may conflict with other 
young people's activities in the 
church, such as the Scout move- 
ment: or the potential members 


may be too young for the respons- | 
ibility, the eligible age being 16 
years. | 

At present, there is a conspicuous 
“gap” of two or three years between 
Scout and AYP activities, which 
may sometimes be overcome by the 
formation of a Junior AYPA. This 
would help to keep the 14 to 16-| 
year-olds in the church when they | 
might otherwise drift away, until) 
they are old enough to join the 
senior society. Lack of leaders | 
during the War has delayed this! 
movement, as leadership in AYP 
groups is co-educational, boys and 
girls sharing its duties. 

Theoretically, members of the | 
Dominion Council are from all 
parts of Canada, but as meetings | 
are held once a month, members 
from eastern provinces are actually | 
elected, 

EACH DIOCESE has its diocesan | 
@ouncil, with three representatives 
from each church branch, and a} 
president, vice-president, secretary | 
and treasurer, these positions being | 
filled in the Edmonton diocesan | 
eouncil by Grace Wilson from St. | 
Peter's church; Max Bryant from | 
Holy Trinity; Kennedy Clouston | 
from Christ church; and Helen 
Lamb from All Saints Cathedral, 
respectively. In addition to these | 
officers, there are four-vice-presi- 
dents in charge of the four-fold 
program of activity: worship, Mar- 
jorie Smith from All Saints; work, | 
Hugh Reeves from St. Mary's; fel- 
lowship, Percy Brown from Christ 
church; and edification, Alee Mes- 
sum from All Saints,

Build Good Citizens for Future 


By JACK WILCE 

In a talk the other day 
Mayor Ainlay pointed out a 
good example of the influence | 
that youth organizations have 
on preventing juvenile delin- 
quency. He stated that since 
1931 not one of the young- 
asters, who have appeared in 
police court, has been a mem- | 


ber of an athletic club. 

THE MAIN REASON for this is 
that youths belonging to clubs have 
something to occupy their mind, 
and they are always doing some- 
thing. I believe that another big 
factor in this, is that when a boy 
or girl belongs to an organization | 
of some sort, they meet and ac-| 
quaint themselves with many other 
youngsters, and so keep a lot of 
grown-up ideas out of their heads, 
until they have had time to get 
their fill of youthful ideas. 

ONE EXAMPLE OF KEEPING 
grown-up ideas out of the heads of 
teen-agers, is the dances that they 
hold. Just before the war, or be- 
fore the Edmon-Teen clubs started 
operating, if a teen-ager wanted to 
go to a dance, there was none but 
the public dance halls in the city. 

When a youth went into one of 
these places, at say the age of 15, 
it was common gossip after that for 
people to say, “Well, I see he (or 
she) has started hanging around 
dance halls already”. Why? Just Be- 
cause youth was looking for a bit 
of fun. 

THE PEOPLE who said these 
things were not saying them with- 
out foundation either. 

With teen-clubs putting on their 
own dances and making them “out 
of bounds” to those who are of an 
older age, dancing can be carried 
on by the youth of Edmonton for 
what it is intended, to have fun and} 
exercise. 

So now when one of these boys 
or girls passes out of the teen-age, | 
they have a much different idea of 
what a dance is for and how they 
should conduct themselves to be 
accepted by those present. 

1 CAN SEE THAT if Edmonton's 
youth keep up their wonderful 
activities along the same lines as 
they have been, that in a few years 
time, when they have become the 


grown-ups of the city, a dance will 
once again become a dance and 
not a brawl. 

This is just one of the examples 
of how these clubs for the “in- 
betweens” will help to make better 
citizens fo: Canada in the future. 

Edmonton's clubs were formed at 
just the right time, during the war 
years. For that is the time when 
the morals of any country are at) 
their lowest ebb.

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Private Schools 


Regulations are announced by which 
private schools operated in Alberta are 
brought under control of the department 
of education. These regulations implement 
in detail legislation which was passed at 
the last session of the legislature. 

Hereafter a private school must se- 
cure approval by the Minister of Educa- 
tion. Unless more than one teacher is em- 
poyed. classes above Grade VIII may not 
be conducted in a community where there 
is a graded school. The course of study, 
time given to a subject, and progress of 
pupils must be in line with the standards 
set by the department. Teachers must 
hold certificates of qualification, and the 
school be subject to inspection by depart- 
mental inspectors, 

The intent of course is not to ban 
private schools, nor is any reflection 
thrown upon such schools now in opera- 
tion, The aim simply is to make sure that 
pupils attending such schools will get as 
good education as those attending the 
public schools. Should it be found neces- 
Sary at any time, the Minister is thus 
given power to intervene in the interests 
of the pupils and have the school and its 
instructional methods brought up to the 
provincial standard. 


White Cane Week 


Tomorrow, January 20, begins across 
Canada what is known as White Cane 
Week, It is sponsored by the Inter-Prov- 
incial Council of the Blind and the Cana- 
dian National Institute of the Blind and 
is being assisted, throughout the country 
and in Edmonton, by the Lions Club. 

The purpose of White Cane Week is to 
acquaint the public with the use and signi- 
ficance of the white canes carried by the 
blind and to prge the public to assume that 
responsibility which the sight of a white 
cane lays upon them. 

As everyone knows, or should know, 
the white cane is carried as a symbol of 
blindness, It is useful to the sightless per- 
Son as an instrument to assist him in find- 
ing his way along the streets and to call 
the attention of sighted persons to his 
condition so that they may offer him every 
possible aid and consideration, 

The white cane shouid be a reminder 
to sighted persons that it is their duty to 
help those who carry it across intersec- 
tions and through traffic hazards, It 
should remind motorists to drive with ut- 
most caution when a blind person is in 
sight. It should remind everyone to keep 
toys, kiddie-cars, bicycles and other ob- 
structions off the sidewalks so that the 
hazard to the blind will not be increased. 

In general, the white cane is a call to 
sighted persons to offer to the blind kind- 
ness, consideration and assistance in the 
Same measure in which the blind heroic- 
ally make efforts to help themselves, 

Everyone should know what the white 
eane means. And this next week is the 
time to learn it. 


Post Office Needs 


The Postmaster General announced a 
few days ago that he proposes to provide 
air transport for all first class mail in the 
near future, This is an interesting and 
important proposal, If it can be done with- 
out increasing the cost of first class mail 
too much, it will add a definitely modern- 
istic finish to the Canadian postal system. 

But it is to be hoped the Postmaster 
Genera! has not forgotten that Canada’s 
postal system needs a good many things 
much more urgently than air transport 
for all first class mail. The acute need in 
Canada is not so much for faster delivery 
of long distance mail as for a tremendous 
improvement in local mail service. 

The fact is that in Edmonton, for in- 
stance, letters from one city address to 
another frequently take longer to arrive 
than letters from Calgary to Edmonton, 
Letters from the North Side to the South 
Side or vice versa are notoriously slow in 
arriving. 

This is not a loca] condition implying 
a criticism of employees in the Edmonton 
post office. It is a national condition pre- 
vailing in almost every Canadian city and 
implies a definite criticism of the entire 
service, 

Another matter which needs rectifying 
ahead of everything else is the delivery of 
mail between servicemen and _ service- 
women overseas and their relatives. and 
friends in Canada, The number of Christ- 
mas parcels that “went astray’, the slow 
delivery of blue form letters and the gen- 
eral slackness of the overseas service is 
not far short of a national disgrace. 

However desirable, then, an all air 
service may be for first class mail, these 
are the crying needs that require atten- 
tion first. 


Where To Cut Taxes

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that they should not expect any substan- 
tial cut in the levy when the budget is 
brought down at the coming session of 
parliament. These taxpayers, they say, 
will be lucky if they get a further reduc- 
tion of 4 per cent; which, added to the 16 
per cent reduction made at last session, 
would bring the 1946-47 rates 20 per cent 
below the wartime peak. 

This prediction is based on the supposi- 
tion that the budget for next fiscal year 
cannot be more than a third less than that 
for the current year. This supposition 
seems not unreasonable, for the costs inci- 
dental to demobilization and the place- 
ment of returned men will continue heavy 
for at least several months in the new 
year, while outlays on reconversion pro- 
jects will also be large. It does not, how- 
ever, follow necessarily that only the 
trifling cut suggested can be made in in- 
come taxation, 

Whatever that cut is to be, it should 
not—like the last one—be a flat reduction 
applied all up and down the scale. Those 
who fall in the lower income brackets have 
first claim to relief, for the reason that 
they are the ones who need it. There should 
be no tax at all on the income of a married 
person who earns only $2,000 per year, 
or a single person who earns no more than 
$1,000 per year. 

People in the lower income brackets 
are paying taxes which official reports say 
they cannot afford to pay. The Bureau of 
Statistics says it takes more to support 
a family than these taxpayers are earn- 
ing. To grab part of their insufficient 
earnings as taxes is unjust to the point of 
being absurd. 

These are the ones who should get the 
benefit of whatever reduction in taxation 
is to be made. A uniform reduction all 
along the line would not remedy the in- 
justice. That would only perpetuate dis- 
crimination against those whom the 
Bureau says are not getting enough to 
properly support themselves and their 
families, 


The Dominion is to pay 75 per cent of 
the cost of replacing machinery in voca- 
tional training schools which was worn out 
by trainees for the armed forces or war 
industry. That seems a fair arrangement. 
Valuators, it is to be assumed, will be lib- 
eral in estimating the wartime damage 
done to equipment, and there should be no 
haggling where it is desired to install bet- 
ter—therefore more costly—machines, 


Five Korean major political parties 
issued a joint statement pledging their sup- 
port to the Moscow plan to put the country 
under a five-year trusteeship while the 
populace learn the elementary points in 
self-government. There is also a sixth, Kim 
Koo party, which wants to take on the job 
of governing right away. Whether they 
are progressing toward democracy or 
something else, the Koreans apparently 
are going in for groupism with enthusiasm,

Re.Orientation 

Editor, Bulletin; A new fiscal 
policy for Canada naturally re- 
quires, firstly, a re-orientation of 
the political base. From the days 
of Confederation up to the culmina- 
tion of World. War II, orientation 
has been from the top down. The 
new orientation should start from 
the local municipal unit which 
elects councilmen for a two-year 
term, 

Following the municipal elections, 
a second election should take place 
delegating two municipal council- 
lors to a three-year term of office 
as provincial government with a 
premier and cabinet to be nomin- 
ated and elected from the success- 
ful candidates to the provincial 


house. 

Then, in turn, all the provincial 
governments would simultaneously 
put up one of the two councilmen 
originally elected to the provincial 
government, as candidates for the 
dominion government for a three- 
year term also. The dominion prem- 
jership and cabinet to be nominated 
and elected as per the provincial 
cabinets hereinbefore stated. 

Now, under the new setup a fiscal 
policy could be easily arranged, 
which would automatically set up 
an arrangement in conformity with 
the best interests and the needs of 
the municipalities, provinces and 
the dominion, The poorer sections

When We Know What to Do With the Bombs It Will Be 
Time Enough to Do Something About That Final B.

When he is nearly 90 and ought 
to know better, Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw has renewed his old campaign 
to simplify the spelling of the Eng- 
lish language, and the editorial 
writers don't seem to like it. This 
is a matter which needs deeper con- 
sideration than they have given it 
because the English language, what- 
ever Mr, Shaw may think of it, is a 
language to which we are rather 
deeply attached. We shall hardly 
know our mother tongue when it is 
the Inglish Languaj. 

Mr. Shaw, of course, has_ always 
been impatient with human beings. 
Of his own political philosophy he 
recently said that the new Left is 
only the old Right with the non- 
sense taken out of it. The trouble 
with human beings is that they don't 
want the nonsense taken out of 
them, either by the Right or the 
Left or by Mr. Shaw. Our nonsense 
is about the only valuable posses- 
sion we have left in this age of 
reason, One of the most precious 
things about our language is that 
it is nonsensical and for that reason 
has produced the deepest wisdom of 
men, including that of Mr. Shaw, 
the old humbug.

Mr. Shaw, who has vainly devoted 
his life to saving us, now finds that 
he has little time left and tries to 
eke it out by dropping the b's from 
the bombs.

Some of these health 
articles emphasize the need for 
studying the calorie theory of diet- 
etics; other writers on health sub- 
jects urge you to live on uncooked 
foods, while others have a mania 
for being opposed to the use of

However, whether or not you de- 
sire to make a radical change in 
your daily arrangements, it will not 
be hard for you to make some 
slight changes which will be quite 
effective in bringing about increas- 
ed health. 

If you have been studying un- 
cooked foods you have learned how 
to keep down the quantity of food 
that you are using, You will soon 
| realize that you can live on a much 
smaller amount of food, provided it 
is of the right quality, In all of my 
experience I have never found it 
| necessary to advise a patient to use 
more food, but it often seems nec- 
essary to advise them to use less. 

If you have been studying un- 
cooked foods you should appreciate 
their value enough’1o add an extra 
amount to your daily meals with a 
large salad of such vegetables as 
lettuce, celery, cucumbers, water 
cress, etc. Do not have any other 


satisfied yourself with all of the 
salad that you desire 

You will be surprised to find the 
salad very filling and satisfactory 
in every way. If you will use it at 
the first of the meal, it will be easy 
to cut down on the amount of the 
more hearty foods, which you have 
been eccustomed to using. You 
might even find that you can make 


one meal, perhaps lunch, of raw 
food, using no other kind of food 
at this meal 

If you have been studying vege- 


jtarianism, you must by this time 
jappreciate the value of vegetable 
| foods, and know how vital they are 


in the building of our cell structure. 
From the cooked and uncooked 
vegetables we get most of the 
material for building the bony 
foundation work for our bodies, 
such as bones and teeth. 

If you will ¢ry to diet you will 
find that you can use an unlimited 
amount of tle non-starchy vege- 
tables without causing yourself any 
digestive trouble. You can fill up 
very easily on these foods which 
are low in food value. 

When you have learned the value 
of meat eating, you will know that 
meat in not injurious, if used in the 
proper combinations with other 
foods, prepared properly and not 
too much used at one time. 

Try some of these ideas and start 
dieting today.

| important roles. Events have shown 
that those of us who cherished this 
| hope were over-naive. Though there 
}are some non-Communists in the 
in the regime, all the key posts are 
firmly held by Communists, many 
of whom, like Tito, have been care- 
fully educated in Moscow. 

UNLIKE THE Russians, the 
| Jugoslav Communist Party organi- 
zation is still largely secret, and no 
list of the members of the Political 
Bureau or the Central Committee 
has yet been published. The party 
will shortly have a congress and 
| hold elections. Thereafter, it is pos- 
| sible they will be more informative 
| about their organization. 

Meanwhile, it seems certain that 
the real power is effectively exer- 
cised by an inner group of nine 
staunch, unyielding Communists. 
They are, in ag 4 of probable im- 
portance: Tito, Kardelj, at present 
representing Jugoslavia at the UNO 
meeting in London, Pidje, the 
party's leading Marxist theoretic- 
ian, Ozilas, who is believed to be 
the main Moscow contact, Rankovic, 
head of the Secret Police (OZNA), 
|Hebrang, Minister of Industry, Zu- 
jovic, Bacaric, Prime Minister of 
Croatia and Kidric, Prime Minister 
of Slovenia. 

THESE MEN already have set 
up a modern police state and there 
seems little doubt that they can im- 
pose their doctrines and theories 
on the Jugoslav people to any ex- 
tent they may decide. 

Tito probably is as pre-eminent 
among these nine men as Stalin is 
among the 13 members of the 
Russian Politburo. The great 
enigma about Tito is whether he 
regards himself first and foremost 
as a Comintern agent of the Krem- 
lin or as the leader of an indepen- 
dent country. No one can be sure. 

He must remember, from time to 
jtime, that his predecessor as sec- 
lpetary general of the Jugoslav 
Communist Party was summoned to 
Moscow and never heard of again. 
At the same time, it is a more 
heroic role-and he certainly is a 
heroic figure—to be a national 
leader than the puppet of a foreign 
country, But five years of educa- 
tion in Moscow are not easily for- 
gotten, 

IN THE SAME WAY that the 
Politburo in Moscow hag its moder- 
ates and its extremists, the Jugo- 
slav Communists can be divided 
into those who wish to carry out 
their doctrines at all costs and those 
who are prepared to sacrifice their 
principles to expediency. It seems 
certain that Tito, like Stalin, be- 
longs to the conservative group but, 
also like Stalin, he is constantly 
under pressure from his violent 
and more extreme colleagues. 

The hopes which many observers 
had that, once the country was lib- 
erated, or at least a {ter the elec- 
tions, moderate councils might pre- 
vail and the country might be al- 
lowed to settle down, have been 
| definitely proved false. The Com- 
/munists who believe in the doc- 
|trine of “continuing revolution” are 
jeverywhere in power, police activ- 
| ity increases from day to day, and 
|all opposition groups or potential 
| political opposition groups are be- 
ing progressively liquidated or ren- 
| dered impotent,

Lengthy double-rider verdict, re- 
@urned here Friday afternoon by a 
@ix-man Coroner's jury at an inquest 
held into death of Donald, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. D. Dorosh, 12904 102 
Street, stated that the seven-year- 
old boy was killed when struck by 
@ car driven by Norman L. Lesyck. 
The accident occurred on 97 street 
mear 130 avenue last Monday even- 


ing. 


THE JURY, “out” for a full hour 
before rendering their verdict, 
. made three observations in the two 


attached riders. These were: 


1, Lack of sidewalk facilities near 
the scene of the accident forced the 


child to walk on the highway. 


2, They considered that Lesyck 
was driving too fast in view of icy 


Foad conditions, 


3. They suggested that traffic 
Police take more stringent action 
regarding headlight adjustment on 


motor vehicles in the city. 


According to evidence produced 
at the inquest, Donald was walking 
morth on the Namao highway at the 
time of the accident. He is said to 
have been on the west side of the 
road, facing oncoming _ traffic. 
Lesyck, driving south on the same 
side of the road, is alleged to have 
been blinded by the strong light of 
@ truck proceeding north and which 
he was passing “when. the accident 


took place, oo 


DAVID YORK of Wetaskiwin): 
passenger in Lesyck’s car, stated 
that the accident occurred about’ 
7:30 p.m. He testified that just prior 
te the accident Leyseck met a car 
and a truck proceeding nofth on 97 
street. He said that the car dimmed 
its lights, but that light from the 
truck following was “awfully 
bright.” The truck had only one 
Jight, he sald. Speed of the car was 


about 25 mph, he testified. 


York told the jury that the acci- 


dent took place just as the truck 


was passing. “I saw the boy just as 
we hit him,” he declared, adding 


that he was only about one foot 


in front of the car. He stated that, 


in his opinion, the driver couldn't 
have avoided the accident. He said 
that Lesyck applied his brakes 
just as the boy was hit, 

ACCORDING to evidence given 
by Constable F. R. Winn and J. H. 
Cookson, who investigated the ac- 
cident, the car skidded 153 feet be- 
fore coming to rest in the ditch with 
the rear bumper against the tele- 
phone pole.

And 
they aren't going to be deterred 
by any laws or precedents which 
we may lay down in our laborious 
fashion at this time. 

If we don't like the things that 
happen in time of war the thing 
to do is to see that there are no 
more wars, Because war is no sissy 
business—and any future wars are 
apt to be a lot worse than any- 
thing we have seen up to date. 

FROM AN INTERNATIONAL law 
standpoint the worst outrage com- 
mitted in this war—judged by Gen- 
eva convention and other interna- 
tional standards was the dropping 
of the atomic bombs on Japanese 
cities. A good precedent to set 
would be to charge the men res- 
ponsible for having those bombs 
dropped with being war criminals. 
That would set a precedent which 
might have some affect on future 
war mongers. In the meantime lets 
have our vengeance and lets quit 
kidding each other.

1S YOUR BABY HAPPY when 
awake and does he sleep well? Is 
he adding ounces at the rate of 
about six to eight each week? Does 
he look bright and tend to be con- 
tinuously active when awake? If he 
is reacting this way, you may be 
sure he is satisfyingly fed, for a 
baby’s diet, In those first weeks and 
months of life, is of paramount con- 
sideration. 

If he isn't gaining and sleeping 
well or isn’t comfortable when 
awake, ask yourself a few leading 
questions, 

DOES HIS FORMULA provide 
up to two ounces of milk for each 
pound of his weight in the nude? 
This may be two ounces per pound 
of fresh milk, or one ounce of can- 
ned milk, plus one ounce of boiled 
water, These are approximately the 
same in food value, 

In addition to this amount does 
he get extra water in the formula 
to provide for his fluid needs and 
make the cows milk more digestible 
to him? 

DOES HIS FORMULA CON- 
TAIN SUGAR? Even if he has en- 
ough milk for his needs, he'll not 
be satisfied with the formula, and 
will tend to be constipated, if the 
sugar portion js absent or too mea- 
gre, Cow's milk containg les. sugar 
than mother’s milk and it is moth- 
er’s milk which good formulas en- 
deavor to imitate. 

How about those other foods 
which a well-fed baby should have? 
Beginning at the fourth or fifth 
week the baby on a formula will 
get fresh fruit juices and some 
form of vitamin D. The amounts 
will be small at first but advance 
rapidly so the baby will get in the 
juices sufficient vitamin C, and ele- 
ment which is diminished in all 
cooked or processed formulas. 

THE RAPIDLY GROWING baby 
needs the full use of all the mineral

them. So vitamin D, in some form, 
(either plain cod liver or other fish 
liver oils or concentrated forms of 
them or viosterol) is imperative in 
a good diet,
